Chronic, Not a Case 

 (+) HCV Ab, (-) RNA, and prior (+) RNA from 2019 or earlier, no previous investigation 

created with the older laboratory results = Chronic, Not a Case 

 (-) HCV Ab, standalone = Chronic, Not a Case 

 (-) HCV RNA, standalone = Chronic, Not a Case
